Voters Refuse to Authorize 


1000 NEW BILLS 
OFFERED, 1 PASSED 


POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Feb. 5.—Out of 1000 
bills introduced in the General Assem- 
bly, fewer than 20 have passed either 
House, and only one, that relating to 
the punishment of ‘joy riders,’’ has 
become a law. 

By a vote of 91 to 44, the House went 
on record for the Hay bill, providing 
for bipartisan boards of management 
in all the State ¢eleemosynary institu- 
tions. The bill provides that the mem- 
bership of the boards shall be six, three 
from each of the dominant parties. The 
Republicans voted solidly for the bill, 
and about 20 Democrats against it. 

The Kennedy measure, abolishing free 
lunch in saloons, went through the 
House by an overwhelming vote, and 
was read for the first time in the Sen- 
ate today.

Monday afternoon by Dr. Theodore W. 
Glocker, acting associate professor of 
Sociology. 

To show the radical differences be- 
tween the principles of the I. W. W. 


and those cof the unions composing the 
American Federation of Labor, Dr. 
Giocker described the system of trade 
autonomy to which, he said, the regu- 
lar labor unions are committed. Work- 
ers in. different industries are, to a 
large extent, independent of each other, 
and in each trade as many subdivs 
sions are made as seem practicable. 
It often happens, he said, that work- 
ers in some particular division of an 
industry have a grievance, but cannot 
strike effectively for its redress be- 
cause the other unions in the same in- 
dustry cannot or will not join them. 
Sometimes, he said, members of ons 
union even have helped to cause the 
failure of the strike of another craft 
union—as when locomotive firemen run 
engines during an engineers’ strike, or 
engineers train strikce-breaking firemen 
while the firemen ‘are on strike. Con- 
tracts with employers, so timed as to 
expire on different dates, also act to 
prevent general strikes.

In brilliant defense of “Bob White” by the author of the bill, 
Francis M. Wilson of Platte County, declared that quail 
would be extinct within a few years unless the bird was absolutely 


protected from the sportman. 


Senators Hawkins of Dunklin, Buford of Reynolds, Goodaon of 
Macon and White of Linn, opposed the bill. 
Senator Wilson said, in part: 


oT HE quail is among the most 

ancient of game birds. In all 
ages it has gjven the historian the 
brightest glimpse of bird life and the 
poet inspiration for his sweetest 
song. The name given to this royal 
bird differs with the locality and 
folklore of the people, but from the 
pineries of Maine to the flowery 
fields of Florida and westward to the 
foothills of the mountains it is 
known as Bob White. 


“Rich in sentiment, with ear atune 
to nature’s symphonies, the farmer 
revels in the music ‘Bob White’ con- 
tributes to the melody of the Al- 
might’s musicians. No bright-tinted 
troubadour of the air, flashing here 
and there like a thing of light, his 
gorgeous breast almost bursting 
with rich excess of song, charms him 
from the seductive call of his best- 
loved bird friend. From afar, soft 
as the mellow tones of a flute, its 
sharp, staccato whistle, changed by 
the witchery of spring into the coy 
rotes of loves first story, comes 
Bob White! Ah! Bob White. 

“The theater of his song changes 
again with the coming of June, life’s 
time of thrift. The earth riots in the 
blazonry of bloom.

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‘HOBO HUNTS WORK, 
BUMDODGES WORK, 
SAYS HOBO LEADER 


Draws Distincton Between 
2 Unemployed Classes. 


James Eads How, self-styled “philo- 
sophical anarchist’ and deposed king of 
the hoboes, had his fighting clothes on 
when he reached St. Louis Tuesday 
evening from New Orleans, where he 
had been ejected from the national hobo 
convention. 

How went at once to the local head- 
quarters of the National Brotherhood 
Welfare Association, 221 Elm street, and 
called a meeting of his followers. 

After hearing a business report of the 
doings at the “rendezvous” during his 
absence, the erstwhile head of the “‘cas- 
tal, migratory and unskilled workers’ 
got seven charter members of the asso- 
ciation to sign a petition demanding 
that the St. Louis local be suspended 
from the national organization. 

The petition was presented to Nation- 
al Secretary Alexander Tyler of Cincin- 
nati, who happened to be present, and 
three minutes later the St. Louis hoboes 
were pronounced officially amputated 
from the national body. 

To Reorganize Local. 

Turmoil in the ranks of the hoboes 
who belong to the St. Louis local caused 
the drastic action, engineered by How, 
according to members of the association 
who were at the local headquarters 
Wednesday morning. 

During the suspension of the St. Louis 
branch the national organizer, W. P. 
Woodword of Chicago, will reorganize 
the local. He expects to do this within 
48 hours. Then he will give the local 
boboes a new charter and they will start 
all over again. 

Members of the St. Louis local quoted 
How as saying that he intended to “rid 
the local organization of drunks and 
bums.”’ In the future any person who 
is admitted to membership must quali- 
fy. He must produce references show- 
ing that he is a good hobo and not a 
drunk or a burn 

Hobo and Bum Not Same. 

A fine distinction was drawn between 
a hobo and a bum by Charles Connor, 
local business agent for Brotherhood 
Welfare Association. Here it is: 

Hobo—A man who travels about the 
country looking for work, continually 
seeking better employment at higher 
wages, and who will not hesitate to go 
from Arkansas to Manitoba, or vice 
versa, if he can get better pay in one 
place then the other. - 

Bum—A man who travels about the 
eountry dodging work, who refuses tu 
take a bath, who mooches for a living, 
and who robs onion bins in California, 
peanut patches in Arkansas and chicken 
roosts in Missouri. 

In Revolt Against How. 

Connor led a faction of hobos in a re- 
volt against How. He was severe in 
his crigicism of the “peerless leader,’’ 
charging that he has not obtained a job 
for a man in the last five years. and that 
How has ‘developed a clientele of bar- 
rel-heuse bums by doling out nickels 
and dimes.” 

How did not comment Tuesday night 
at any length upon the action of the 
hobo convention at New Orleans, accord- 
ing to local hoboes. Roy Hair, house 
superintendent at 221 Elm street, said 
“Dr. How said that one man walked 
into the meeting, nominated and elected 
himself chairman and run the conven- 
tion.”’ 

How was also’ quoted as saying that 
it was not a regular convention, any- 
way, because the police have 75 of the 
members in jail and it was impossible to 
get a quorum. 


GAS EARNINGS INCREASE 








Laclede Company's Gross In- 
come $4,444,498, Despite Re- 
duced Rate and New 
System. 


The reduced 80-cent rate and substi- 
tution of the one-meter system for light 
and cooking gas, instead of the former 
two-meter rating, did not result in a 
loss to the Laclede Gas Light Co., as 
compared with the previous year, ac- 
cording to the annual report of Presi- 
dent C. L. Holman, made public Tues- 
day. The net earnings of the company 
for 1912 showed an Increase of 3.7 per 
cent over 1911. 

The gross earnings of the company in 
1912 were $4,444,498, an increase of $102,- 
461 over the year before. The net earn- 
ings were $2,039,179, an increase of $73,- 
661. The company made an allowance 
for depreciation of $266,317, and about 
$1,000,000 in betterments, including the 
new skyscraper being erected at 
Eleventh and Olive streets. 

The earnings amounted to 8.4 per cent 
on its common stock of $10,700,000. A 
dividend of 7 per cent was declared, the 
remainder being placed in the common 
stock dividend fund, which now aggre- 
gates $272,851. The regular dividend of 5 
per cent on the $2,500,000 of preferred 
stock was paid. The gas-using custom- 
ers increased 426 in the year, making 
the total in St. Louls 140,866. 


MADE LOVE IN GRAVEYARD 


Bigamist Says His Habit Was 
to Propose in a Cemetery. 


BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 5.—How Per- 
cival H. Dunn, given a hearing on 
@ charge of bigamy, had taken her 
to a cemetery, pointed out a grave- 
stone and led her to believe that it 
marked the resting place of the body 
of his first wife, was told in court 
today by Mra. Dunn No. 2, formerly 
Miss Catherine Sheehan. At that 
time she was not married to Dunn. 

Dunn broke down and admitted 
that whenever he had a new sweet- 
heart he would take her to a ceme- 
tery, point out some grave as that 
of his “first wife,” and then propose 
marriage. He pleaded gullty of big- 
amy and was held in heavy bonds for 
the Superior Court. Two of his wives

Wife Went West. 
The wife went West several months 


ago, her acquaintances say, and it is 
believed that there has been a reconcil- 
iation. The case has been set for trial 
several times and continued because of 
the absence of the Benteens. ¢ 

Capt. Benteen was an army Officer in 
Cuba during the Spanish War and the 
later occupation of the island, and at a 
dance in Cienfuegos he met Senorita 
Maria Casanova, daughter of a promi- 
nent Cuban physician. They were mar- 
ried at Castilia, Cuba, in 1899, and in the 
following year Capt. Benteen was trans- 
ferred to the Philippines. 

Accused Wife of Spying. 

In his divorce petition, the husband 
charged that his wife’s outbursts of 
temper were such that, at army posts 
where he was stationed, the houses ad- 





joining theirs were left vacant whenever 
this was possible. At Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, San Antonio, where they went in 
1902, he said that they employed 60 ait- 
ferent servants, because of the wife’s 
temper. At Jefferson Barracks, he said, 
matters were about as bad. 

He charged his wife with spying upon

CONFESSION. SAYS 
HE SENT NO BOMBS 


Authorities Already Had Found 
Contradictions in His Story 
of Tragedies. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—John Paul Far- 
rell, whose confessions of bomb making 


terday, this afternoon made to an as- 
sistant district attorney a sweeping de- 
nial of all the. statements credited to 
him. He declared he knew nothing re- 
garding the Rosalsky, Taylor or Herrera 
bombs and that he had neither con- 
structed or sent any of them. He ad- 
mitted having made a “confession’”’ at 
police headquarters and explained that 
he had been “hounded” until he decided 
to ‘“‘get it over with.’’ 

The police believe Farrell is insane and 
it is the impression that he was romanc- 
ing when he confessed to making and 
éending the bomb that killed Helen 
Taylor a year ago, and the one. that ex- 
ploded in the home of Judge Otto Ro- 
salsky. They have no doubt, however, 
that he made the bomb that killed Mrs. 
Bernardo Herrera in her home in the 
Bronx last Sunday night, as he said he 
did. 

The man’s confession is contradictory 
in many details and the police have ob- 
tained no corrobation of his tale of the 
bomb outrages of a year ago. Appar-

Rosalsky Romb Story Doubted. 
Farrell’s story of the Rosalsky momb is 
discredited absolutely. He said he mailed 
it at Fourteenth street and Third ave- 
nue, but the postmark of Station H, in 
West 102d street, was on the package 
before its explosion in the Judge’s li- 
brary on the night of March I6. 

The Taylor bomb and the first. Rosal- 
sky one were identical, as far as experts 
could judge from piecing the fragments 
together. They were pieces of gas pipe 
containing nitroglycerin, fulminated by 
a tiny electric battery from a pocket 
flash light. But the second bomb sent 
to Judge Rosalsky, a week afterward 
and intercepted by the postal authori- 
ties, corresponded exactly with the de- 
scription given to Deputy Commissioner 
Dougherty of the bomb Farrell made for 
the Herrera family. Farrell explained 
that he learned later to make his ma- 
chine less complicated. 

Typewritten addresses on both of last 
year’s bombs are important factors in 
the possible identification of their mak- 
er. A typewriter was placed before Far- 
rell in police headquarters and he was 
asked to write the addresses as Dough- 
erty dictated them. He failed to make 
the peculiar spacing between letters as 
they appeared on the original packages. 
He told a plausible story about the ma- 
chine he said he had employed. But 
this tale, too, had its contradictions. 

“I bought a machine from a secona- 
hand man for $2,” was Farrell's first 
story. Next he said a Joseph Jaret, a 
boy in the house where he made the 
bombs, threw away an old machine and 
he appropriated that. The boy later said 
the machine was so old and badly brok- 
en that {t could not possibly be used. 


Bomb Materials Handy. 
In the Fourteenth street apartment 


basement he had access to all conven- 
sences necessary in the manufacture of 
the two infernal machines which he con- 
fessed he made there. 

Assistant District Attorneys Wasser- 
vogel and Breckenridge heard Farrel! re- 
peat the story he told the police, but 
were not satisfied with it.

Though she has not seen the light of 
day since she was 6 years old, Miss 
Anna Sattmann was one of the happiest 
women in St. Louis Wednesday. More 
than 280 friends had helped her cele- 
prate her seventy-fifth birthday. 

For almost 50 years Miss Sattmann 
was a member of the staff of the Mis- 
souri School for the Blind. For 19 years 
she was a teacher ‘and for 27 years she 


was a visitors’ attendant and guide at 
the school. She entered the institution 
as a pupil 6 years ago. 

The big celebration of Miss Satt- 
mann’s birthday took place at the school 
at 3815 Magnolia avenue Sunday after- 
noon. From all parts of St. Louis and 
from outlying towns came sightléss men 
and women, former pupils of Miss Satt- 
mann, to grasp her hand. 

“Just think of me having a reception. 
1 feel quite as if I were in society now,” 
said Miss Sattmann with her unfailing 
smile as she sat in the home of her 
niece, Mrs. Harry Glen, at 3721A Gravois 
avenue, her busy fingers deftly handiing 
two needles with which she was weav- 
ing an intricate embroidery pattern. 


Plays the Piano. 

When the skill with which she did 
this work -was commented upon, Miss 
Sattmann said: “It is always difficult 
for seeing to persons to understa’id 
that the fingers can be made to take 
the place of the eyes. Would you like 
to hear me play the piano?”’ 

With am unerring sense of direction, 
she walked to the instrument and sat 
down. For 10 minutes the cheerful lit- 
tle woman who has seen no ray of light 
in 69 years played sweet, plaintive bal- 
lads of long ago. 

‘Really,’’ she said, when the last 
notes died away, ‘“‘we nave many ad- 
vantages over those who can see. Ne- 
forces us to learn so many 
things which we might not think of 
taking up if we could see. There are so 
many things to distract seeing persons. 
Besides that, there are so many un- 
pleasant and depressing things which 
we miss seeing. I think that is what 
makes us so cheerful.”’ 

Miss Sattmann retired from the Blind 
School staff two years ago, and since 
then she has lived at the Blind Girls’ 
Home at 5235 Page boulevard. She fre- 
cuently visits her niece and friends in 
all parts of the city, always going about 
unattended. 

Stricken When 6 Years Old. 

Born in Bavaria, Miss Sattmann had 
normal sight until she was suddenly 
stricken in a school room when 6 years 
old. Her mother died shortly after this 
and she came to America with her fa- 
ther. While crossing the ocean in a 
sailing vessel, she fell down a compan- 
ion way and received an injury which 
stiffened her right arm. But, despite 
her. doubie affliction, .she has gone 
through life smiling. 

A doctor Pollack, driving in his buggy 
one day, saw the little blind girl trying 
to take part in the games of other chil- 
dren. 
her in the Missouri Home for the Blind, 
which was then at Eighth and Chestnut 
streets:'and which at that time had only 
five pupils. 

After being graduated there she be- 
came a teacher of reading, arithmetic, 
spelling, grammar and geography. Since 
then the school has become one of the 
largest institutions of its kind in the 
world. 

The birthday celebration there Sunday 
afternoon was most impressive. There 
were special exercises in the chapel, fol- 
lowed by a reception. 

Kindergarten greetings were read and 
sung by the younger classes. Frederick 
Fuchs, a 17-year-old student, delivered 
an original address. There was a ‘‘Wel- 
come Song,.”’ composed by Miss Géneva 
Koenker, with words by Maurice Hawk- 
ins. Miss Lena Hill played a piano solo 
and Miss Edith Cook sang an original 
song. 

There were several selections by the 
Kirls’ chorus and a vocal duet by Miss 
Marie Advit and Miss Edith Cook. The 
program closed with a chorus in which 
all the students joined.

“IT can see no reason why eight or ten 
men should pass on all the cases, many 
of which call for the exercise of good 
judgment and should demand careful 
consideration, 

Service Not Exacting. 

“In the future our juries will be 
chosen from men In various walks of 
life, and no man will be given jury serv- 
ice because he is out of a job or for 
political reasons. We expect to have 
business men. The service is not exact- 
ing. It is exceedingly rare for @ jury 
to be occupied more than two hours.”

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3 TAXES FOR WOMEN. 

The number of those in St. Louis subject to the 
income tax is estimated at from,8000 to 12,000, 
according to the terms that may be decided on in 
passing the new law. Of this number at least 
1000 are estimated to be women who personally 
control property from which they receive in ex- 














cess of the $4000 or $5000 that probably will be 


fixed as the minimum of taxable Income. 

The present Federal theory, like the State’s, is 
that women capable of managing such property 
and paying income taxes op its proceeds are not 
capable of voting. Controversially it is an un- 
tenable theory.

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SCHOOL BOARD NOMINATIONS. 

Unless another method is devised to enable 
the voters of St. Louis to control nominations for 
the Public School Board, it would be folly for 
the State Legislature to exempt them from the 
operations of the municipal primary law. 

It is proposed, in, order to keep the School 
Board out of politics, to take the power to cof- 
trol the nominations through the primaries out 
of the hands of the pecple and put it Into the 
hands of party committees. It is proposed to in- 
sert a special clause providing for the nomination 
of school directors by delegate conventions, with 
the party organizations under legal compulsion 
tn agree upon bipartisan or tripartisan tickets. 

Gov. Major has just kicked over, as unconsti- 
tutional, a law requiring him to name a bi- 
partisan Election Board. We await with interest 
the constitutional law which will obligate the 
parties to agree on Scliool Board nominees and 
bind the voters to elect them. 

If such a law could be enforced, nothing would 
more certainly put the public school management 
into politics; nothing would more certainly lead 
to corrupt bargains betweer party bosses to di- 
vide the spoils of the public schools. 

The present bipartisan plan of nominating 
school directors.is based upon a mere agreement, 
initiated and maintained by the force of public 
opinion. When the Post-Dispatch led to a suc- 
cessful issue its campaign against the old rotten 
ward system and forced the reorganizing of the 
board, the party committees were compelled to 
yield to the public demand for a bipartisan, 
high-class board. The end was accomplished by 
agreement between the leading party committees. 
That the agreemert' has been maintained, with 
one exception, has been due solely to the power 
of public opinion and the fear of popular wrath. 
It is a mere makeshift, aécepted in leu of some- 
thing better, such as actual popular and nonparti- 
san selections. : 

The one exception, when the Republicans, 
under former Boss Howe, abandoned the agree- 
ment plan, showed how little protection the peo- 
ple have, under the existing scheme, from be- 
trayal by party committees determined to put 
the public schools into politics. It proved that to 
protect the schools the people should have the 
power, not only to punish parties which attempt 
to make spoils of the schools, but to control 
School Board nominations when the betrayal is 
attempted. The power of the people to defeat 
any particular conspiracy to contro] the School 
Board should be strengthened, not weakened. 

We have abandoned delegate conventions for 
primaries for the purvose of regaining control of 
party nominations. We .emand popular pri- 
maries for the purpose of breaking the power 
of the bosses to control nominations and party 
organizations. But it is proposed by the very 
law which is to assure the people the power to 
control nominations to take away from them the 
power to control through the primaries the most 
important nominations in the city—nominations 
of officers upon whose fitness depends the honest 
and efficient management of the public schools. 
It is proposed to revive the abandoned boss-con- 
trolled convention system to nominate school 
directors under a legal provision that the party 
organization shall agree upon the candidates and 
the people shall accept the agreement. 

No wonder the city politicians are leaping to 
the support of this proposal. It offers them one 
saving clause in the primary law. 

If the bipartisan agreement is established 
by law it must- be supplemented by provisions 
which will enable the people to smash a bipar- 
tisan or tripartisan conspiracy against the pub- 
lic interest and to nominate and elect school di- 
rectors of their own choosing. 

But what a beautiful consistency there is in 
demanding a direct primary law to control nomi- 
nations and insisting that certain nominations, 
which we particularly want to control shall be 
exempt from its operation! Why have prima- 
ries at all if conventions and bipartisan com- 
mittee nominations are safer?

OMEONE has well said that the 
S important psychological process of 
digestion begins not in the stom- 
ach but in the kitchen. This is 
absolutely true for the average human 
being of today. 
In ages gone by, when man’s occupa- 
tion consisted chiefly in hunting wild 
animals, and he was thereby forced to 
lead a very strenuous life out of doors 
most of the time, tooking was not very 
important and could be dispensed with. 
But modern, indoor life, with its sedén- 
tary habits and occupations and the 
consequent lowering of all the functions 
of the body, including that of digestion, 
has brought about a condition when 
raw foods can no longer be made to 
serve the needs of man. 
Cooking has to be employed to carry 
through the preliminary steps of diges- 
tion so readily accomplished upon raw 
foods by the lower animals. The cook- 
ing process acts upon foods in many 
useful ways. 
First, the heat employed in cooking 
serves to destroy the ever-present hosts 
of germs and parasites that fasten them- 
selves upon all food products. Take 
ordinary milk, for instance. In the raw 
state milk is never free from germ 
life. Fortunately, most of these germs 
are harmless. But many germs are 
found in milk which are dangerous to

Epidemics of typhoid fever have fre- 
quently been traced to milk infected 
with the typhoid germs. Pasteurization 
which is cooking milk ub to 165 Gegrees 
for 30 minutes, destroys the tubercle 
germ.

Cooxing the 
potato breaks up the hard, tough cap- 
Sules in which each starchy cell or 
granule is enveloped. But for ths cook- 
ing the stomach juices would hive tv 
be employed to dissolve this woody ma- 
terial. And digestion would therehy be- 
come retarded if not altogether hin- 
dered. Thorough cooking frees’ the 
Starch for immediate digestion. Wha: 
is true of the potato is also true of ail 
the starchy and vegetable foods 

Cooking adds greatly to the palata- 
bility and the flavor of all foods. It is 
well Known in physiological science thar 
the digestive juices flow more prumptly 
and freely, and that food is thereby 
more readily digested when it tastes 
good, has a pleasant flavor «and is 
served in an appetizing manner. 

In all these ways cooking ne'ps the 
process of digestion and so. aids in 
maintaining good health and projonging 
life.

If the People Won’t Go to the 
Church, It Must Go to the Peo- 
ple, Says Pastor Brandt.

An institutional church which will 
have a roof garden, an airdome, free 
medical, surgical and dental clinics; a 


night school, a good library, a swim- 
ming pool, a complete gymnasium, read- 
ing rooms and several other features to 
attract the public, will soon be 
planned in the West End by the congre- 
gation of the First Christian Church, 
now at 3126 Locust street. 

The new building will be two stories 
high, will cost about $75,000 and will 
look something like a high-class moving- 
picture theater, if present plans are 
carried out, according to the Rev. John 
L. Brandt, pastor of the church. It 
probably will be erected somewhere in 
the district bounded by Taylor avenue, 
King’s highway, Easton avenue and Lin- 
dell boulevard. 

Erection Soon to Begin. 

%t is the intention of the congrega- 
tion to begin work on the new building 
within a short time. The old property 
will be sold, but some of the material 
in the present building may be used in 
the new structure, Dr. Brandt said. 

When the new church is established, 
with all its departments and accessv- 
ries, it will be one of the mest unique 
institutions of its kind is > United 
States, according to Dr. *Prandt. 
will offer every form xs 
recreation and amusement, and ' 
give its members educational facilities 
of many kinds. 

It is Dr. Brandt’s idea that if the cit- 
izen won’t go to church, the church 
must go to the citizen. And the citizen 
isn’t going, Dr. Brandt said. 

“T believe there are 400,000 persons in 
St. Louis who do not go to church at 
all,”” said Dr. Brandt. ‘Perhaps 150,000 
attend church regularry, but I do not 
believe there are more than that. Thou- 
sands, of course, are kept away Dy ill- 
ness, the nature of their employment 
and other considerations, but the ma- 
jority stay away from church because 
they don’t like to go. 

To Appeal to Majority. 

“It is to that majority that we shall 
appeal with our institutional church. 
We will make it so attractive that they 
will want to attend. We will not force 
religion upon them, but we will show 
them that religion is something appli- 
cable to everyday life, and. not some- 
thing to be regarded with dislike.’’ 

The roof garden on the new church 
will be used for moving picture shows 
and other entertainments, and possibly 
for Sunday evening sermons in warm, 
fair weather, Dr. Brandt explained. In 
the airdome, illustrated lectures and ser- 
mons, travelogues and educational dem- 
onstrations will be given during the 
summer, in addition to picture shows 
and dramatic entertainments there and 
on the roof. In the winter time a big 
assembly hall will be used for such 
purposes. 

As educational features, the church 
will offer courses in bookkeeping, short- 
hand and typewriting, literature, his- 
tory and other branches. A big kitchen, 
containing several ranges and full equip- 
ment for all kinds of cooking, will be 
provided for the domestic science 
ot It also will be used to prepare 
meals And refreshments served at the 
church. 
“What Use Are Domes and Towers?” 
In discussing the roof Sarden, Dr. 
Brandt said: ‘“‘Why should we waste xu]! 
that space by a sloping roof? Of what 
use are massive domes and lofty tow- 
ers? Will it not be better to have there 
a beautiful spot, where our members 
and their friends can rest and sve 
pleasing and uplifting entertainments? 

“I have heard that pastors of some 
of the rich West End churches are ob- 
jecting to the establishment of such a 
church as ours in their territory, be- 
cause they fear we will get some of 
their members. They need not have 
any such fear. Although éverybody wil! 
be welcome, we want to reach that 
big class of people who do not go .to 
church at present. 


Church Losing Ground. 

“The other churches, however, will 
lose their congregations gradually un- 
less they change thelr methods. The 
church is losing ground nearly every- 
where, and something must be done if 
it is to survive. Our plan is to bring 
it nearer to the people.” 

Dr. Brandt said he had estimated 
that the cost-of maintaining each of the 
big West End churches is about $40,000 
to $50,000 a year, and that last year 
they took in ‘about 40 new members, 
each, making the cost of winning a 
member about $1000. The First Chris- 
tian Church, he said, took in 150 new 
members last year and its expenses for 
the 12 months amounted to about $4300.

Work Is Started 
on Saucer Track 


for 6-Day Grind 


Cyclists Will Be Permitted to 
Use ‘“‘Speedway”’ at Coliseum 
on Saturday Afternoon. 


Construction of the 12-lap indoor track 
which will be the scene of the cycle racing 
carnival starting Sunday night at the Colise- 
um, wee started Wednesday morning. The 
track was dcvigned and is being constructed 
by John M. Chapman of Newark, N. J., who 
bul: the track in Madison Square Garden, 
on which the record-breaking six-day race 
was held in December. 

The Co'iseum is well adapted to the pur- 
poses of tue cyclers. The area is wide, per- 
mitting of banks with a long sweep, and 
Chapman predicts the track will be fast. 
The speed limit, according to Chapman, will 
be about 1 minute 16 seconds to the mile. 
This speed is equivalent to 38 seconds to the 
mite on a quarter-mile track. 

As there will be motor cycle, motor-paced 
and bicycle races all on the same track, it 
requires the most careful construction. A 
minimum speed limit must also be figurec 
ou, as the six-day riders cannot ride at top 
speed throughout the six days. It must be 
so constructed that the ‘‘grinders’’ can ride 
as slow as 20 miles an hour without slipping 
off the banks of the track. 

The first meet will be featured with motor 
races and motor-paced races, The latter 
style of racing is new to St. Louis, but it is 
popular sport in Europe and the East. The 
talent in the motor and motor-paced races is 
high class and if the track comes up to ex- 
pectations new records may be established. 
Clarence Carmen of New York, the runner- 
up in the motor-paced championship of 
America, will be one of the starters in the 
10-mile motor-paced race Sunday evening. 
The New York athlete is in rare form at 
present. Last week at Kansas City Carmen 
broke the world’s indoor record for one and 
two miles, doing two miles in the wonderfu! 
time of 2m. 57s. on a 12-lap track. Car- 
men’s opponents here will probably be Har- 
vey Wilcox of Salt Lake City, winner of the 
Western championship, and Walter De Mara 
of Cleveland, a middle-distance rider with 
an international reputation.

IS ATTACKED IN 
APPELLATE COURT 


The city speed ordinance was _  :t- 
tacked as unconstitutional Wednesday 
by Joseph R. Brown, an automobile 
dealer, who applied to the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals for a writ of prohibi- 
tion to keep Police Judge Kimmel from 
trying him on a speeding charge. 

Brown was arrested Jan. 21, charged 
with exceeding the‘ city speed limit: of 
eight to ten miles an hour. He was ar- 
raigned Tuesday, but he got a continu- 
ance in order to file his motion in the 
Appellate Court. A temporary writ of 
prohibition was granted, and the hear- 
ing of the matter in the Court of Ap- 
peals was set for March 1, 

Brown’s lawyer, Manton Davis, con- 
tends that the State automobile law, 
which requires the careful and prudent 
operation of al] motor vehicles, and 
fixes a speed of 25 miles an hour as a 
violation of the law, is supreme 
throughout the State. The city ordi- 
nance imposing a further restriction, he 
holds, is not constitutional. 

While the city ordinance fixes the 
speed at eignt to ten miles, the police 
da not make arrests except in cases 
where the speed exceeds fifteen miles 
an hour. Most of the fines inflicted 
in Police Court have been fur a speed 
of 20 miles an hour or more.
